government helping 


business-, until government has first 
ascertained where it hns hurt busi- 
ness, and licked the wound with ju- 
dicious repeal. 


Government can help its people, but 


only to a limited degree, and then 
mainly in an emergency. 


In the long run, government is in 


the same grip of economic circum- 
stance that determines success or fail- 
ure in private business. 


Government edict is worth no more 


than the paper it is written on. if it 
crosses the natural laws that break 
business men when they forget them. 


President Roosevelt announced from 


the outset that after his emergency 
measures the country must be prepar- 
ed to make drastic reforms in its tar- 
iff structure. 


Secretary Wallace told American 


agriculture it must cither revise tar- 
iffs or be prepared to limit itself to 
an annual crop of 10 million bales of 
cotton. 


Republicans oppose tinkering with 


the tariff—but history writes that on 
this one issue the Republicans have 
always favored an artificial prosper- 
ity based on government edict, while 
the Democratic party has its roots in 
free trade or tariffs only high enough 
to protect our basic industries.

It was the 
Smoot-Hawley 
tariff, 


written into law 
under 
President 


Hoover, that finally broke the back 
of America's export trade and helped 
send the world 
spinning 
into 
the 


depths of the post-war panic. 


'Stated another way, more than 100 


years ago under Alexander Hamilton 
the United States announced to the 
world that it was going to help trade 
and industry by government edict— 
the protective tariff—and pushed to 
extremes that policy has always led 
to disaster, followed by panic and re- 
peal. 


There is no "right" or "wrong" about 


the tariff question. 


It is a matter of economic balance. 
We want high wages and an Amer- 


ican standard of living—and we can 
maintain these through tariff protec- 
tion of the basic industries. 


But when the tariff is pushed to the 


point of "prolecting" manufacturers 
of alarm-clocks and the odds and ends 
of novelty business that comprise al- 
most everything some of our foreign 
neighbors manufacture, why, then, we 
have literally cut the throat of the 
people we expect to buy more than 
half our normal Southern cotton crop, 
some of our wheat, and a good portion 
of our heavy capital goods such as i 
automobiles.

WASHINGTON—(/P)— W a r n i n g 


agninst a "dictatorship" which he said 
enslaves the masses under Fascism, 
Nazi-ism and Communism, Senator 
Borah assailed the administration re- 
ciprocal tariff bill in the senate on 
Thursday as an unconstitutional dele- 
gation of the taxing powder to the ex- 
ecutive. 


Speaking after 
Senator 
Harrison, 


Democrat, Mississippi, had upheld its 
constitutionality and Senator McNary 
of Oregon, Republican leader, had ap- 
pealed for exemption of arm products 
from tariff reductions in the proposed 
international pacts, Borah, Idaho Re- 
publican independent, asserted: 


"The integrity of constitutional gov- 


ernment has never meant so much to 
the aerage man or woman, to those 
whom Lincoln was wont to call the 
common people, as at this cry hour. 


"Nowhere on this round glove today 


do the common people enjoy the bless- 
ings of liberty except in a constitu- 
tional democracy. There and there 
alone are to be found a free press, 
free speech, personal liberty and all 
those blessings which distinguish the 
people of a free country from the 
helpless, hapless, persecuted individ- 
uals who constitute the mere cogs 
of some vast machine in an absolute 
dictatorship. 


"Fascism, Nazi-ism, Communism, ap- 


pealing to the forces of terror and 
fanaticism, have buried tho individual 
beneath the schemes of personal ad- 
vantage and now are- constantly ridi- 
culing and attacking democracy. Why 
do they attack democracy? They «t- 
tuclt democracy because it stands for 
personal iberty and free speech."

Sir John Simon Fixes Pol-

Parliament 


REAL WAR THREAT 
"If We Act We Must Pre- 
pare for War," Declares 


Baldwin 


LONDON, Eg.-(/P)—Sir John Si- 


mon, British Foreign Secretary, de- 
clared Friday that Great Britain is not 
pledged to "preserve" the integrity 
of China and will not participate in 
direct action against Japan or any oth- 
er nation unless the United States 
gives full co-operation. 


His statement followed charges in 


the House of Commons by Sir Staf- 
ford Cripps that Japan is planning a 
"Manchukuo No. 2" carved out of Chi- 
nese territory. 


Cripps suggested co-operation by 


Great Britain, Russia and the United 
States in a program aimed to halt Jap- 
anese expansion in the Far East 


Crips asserted that Britain through 


"vacillation and weakness of policy" 
is helping Japan's China policy. 


Stanley Baldwin said it should not 


be assumed that the disarmament con- 
ference would fail, and declared the 
British representatives are making ev- 
erey effort to prevent its wreck. 


"If you are going to adopt positive 


action, however," he said, "you must, 
be prepared for war. If we are going 
to force collective guarantees we have 
got to make this country a good deal 
stronger than she is today."

House Votes Fund 


150 Millions Set Aside for 


Cattle—Cotton Total 


Indefinite 


WASHINGTON—(/P)—Funds to put 


new administration-favored measures 
into effect—the Bankhead compulsory 
cotton control and the Jones' cattle re- 
lief acts—were voted by the house 
Thursday. 


As sent to the senate, the measure 


set aside $150,000,000 to finance the act 
making cattle 
a basic 
agricultural 


commodity under the farm adjust- 
ment act, and an indefinite amount 
for administration of the cotton con- 
trol law. 


Efforts of Republicans to elminatc . 


processing taxes from cattle and cotton 
under the farm adjustment act were 
defeated after Representative Jones, 
Democrat, Texas, told the house: 


"The processing fee is not involved 


in this bill, which may make a pro- 
cessing tax on cattle unnecessary. If 
a processing tax is levied on cattle it 
will be small." 


In testifying before the aprpopria- 


tions committee, Chester C. Davis, 
farm adjustment administrator, said 
$6,873,000 would be needed to admin- 
ister the Bankhead cotton act for the 
coming crop. Under the bill, the funds- 
could come either from the present 
processing tax on cotton, the 50 per 
cent tax on staple produced in excess 
of 10,000,000 bales or from the ?100,- 
000,000 originally appropriated for the 
AAA of which only about $10,000,000 
has been used. 


Chairman Buchanan, Democrat, Tex- 


as, of the appropriation committee ex- 
plained that while 
$250,000,000 
was 


authorized by the Jones cattle bill, the 
AAA asked for $150,000,000, the amount 
estimated necessary until next Jan- 
uary when congress meets again. 


"As I understand it," he added, 


?IOO,000,000 is estimated for the dairy 
industry and the livestock industry 
and $50,0r,),00fl to nurrhase cattle not 
suitable for breeding." 


Cattle bought for disposal will be 


used for 
alief purposes, he said.
